"A sense of llio iinwcii .ns «011 .as 
of tho seen, lo a l.ir>fo c.vtont com- 
prise tho real Gaelic n.Tturo", said 
Mr. Morloy Callaghan prominent 
Canadian writer, in his adrlrcs.s lo 
tlio Columbus Forum. Tho subject for 
his luidrCB!», "Tho .Vew Trrland,'' doail 
willr tho change In Irijh current 
thought, economio developments nnd 
literary achlovomonts. In short the 
speaker tried to show tho attempts 
the Irish wore making to develop a 
national .spirit and lo rid themselves 
ot the effects Britain had m.1de^ on 
them whllo trying to Anglicisa thoin. 

Sir. Callaghan described his experi- 
ences on his trip to Ireland. How 
people thought .\nyono foolish who 
was going' to -vl.slt tho country on n. 
sightseeing tour. lie told ot tho thrill 
he got on first seeing the Irish hills 
and then on coming op O'Connell 
street, Dublin and on seeing the 
statue of that great man, the street 
was built up with now buildings on 
one side and did not contain all the 
old buildings ho iiad expected. Xot 
very tar along O'Connell street he 
saw the -world famed Abbe Theatre 
which was not much bigger than a 
small bam. 

Acted Plays 

This was tho place where a Jew 
dotermlned Irishmen Ijad acted with 
such success tho plays of Yatéo, and 
had virtually created th« Little 
Theatre movement. From those rem- 
enlcenses the speaker gave a short 
account of Plunkett's efforts to 
achieve Co-operative farming, be- 
cause the results of this movement go 
to show of what texture the Irish 
mind was made. All tho farme^-s ot 
Ireland were In debt at this lime so 
that some more efficient mode of 
farming was obviously needed. Mr 
Plunkett thought that ho h.ad found 
tho solution by advising the farmers 
to work together nnd to take up

A criticism oC the American college la voiced 
by Albert .Tay Xock w-lio Is now visltlne KSuropcan 
collojres IncJudlni: Pjllor.s and Hrusaels. Xock 
states in a. recent Issue oC The Rookman: "Tou 
could not roEslliIy Induce n. modem, up-to-date, 
live-wire Amcrica.n ccllccc president oven to look 
at the equipment of the University or Poltera. 

"Tai« oM unlversttj- at Brusnels looks ]lk« a 
pretty srood fa.mUy mansion tone to seed. But 
think ot the schoJarshlB that conies «ut of Poltora 
and Brussels; and, after all, scholarship Is aome- 
thln.tr to be ihouirht oC in connection with unlver- 
Blty life. The Americaji school plant la the finest 
in th« world, and what 1 have seen— which has 
been a srood deal — ot its nm-of-mino product la 
hardly •worth powder enough to blow It t» Old 
Kick." 

Xock critlolïes the American »ch<>ol for hav- 
ing a large plant but that is certainly not the 
cause of deteriorated scholarship. It European 
schools uroduco scholars It is under the handicap 
of small plants that It Is done. To curtail bulldins 
in the American universities would certainly not 
pro-mote scholarship. *'

Perhaps It would be »olnff a little too far to

tlicse Froups are malntainins against proposed ex- 
tensions of useful Industrial tralnlnp to CalKornla'a 
7000 felons comes very near plactn* them In the 
categ-ory of crlnrtnal acoompllcec. 

It 1» a -well-iaiown fact tliat the less social and 
induîtriRl trainlnff a convict ias, the more fre- 
quency he appears at tho gates of penal Instltu- 
tlons for anti-social behavior. Most prisonera are 
behind the -n-alls because of Industrial, physical, or 
social defects. Any rational system of state cor- 
recUon should Include practical traininc In the 
means of maklnc an honest respectable livln» as 
well as the removal of such physical or other dlf 
dicultieg from -which the prisoner may suffer. 

Representatives of the labor organlaaUons. 
farmere, and njanufa,cturers are In Sacranieiito 
now struggling to prevent the spedal lecIslaVlve 
committee from rooom;nendinc the inclualon of 
sound Industrial training In the program of prison 
reform. They are heartily in favor of compulsory 
education and physical exercise for the Inmates of 
.San Quentin and Kolsom. but condemn any at- 
tempt to have the convicts learn to be useful citi- 
zens by Instructing them Industrial production. 

The opposition comes because they do not 
want industrial or agrloulturol oompetltion. They 
would sacrifice «odai Jiealth for a modicum of 
financial gain. They would release the convict to 
prey once more upon society, for that is his only 
alternative %vhen he can do nothing except menial, 
degrading work. 

What the released prisoner needs more than 
anything else is a chance to redeem Jila self-reu- 
pect, and he can do that only by fitting Into the 
economic and social order wllfli as little friction as 
possible. He Is already handicapped sufflcIenUy by 
the stigma his Imprisonment places upon him. 

Modern production methods havo done much 
to create social iirol.»IomB. It ia time industrialists 
begin to reailxo their social rcaponsibllity -and 
forego small eeifiaii nrofita in order that aoclety 
may eryivc come of those problems.

Wo ediicnlo our r-Ut- 
ijriit.s lo conform T.llh Iho demands 
of our economic life; wo fall to teach 
llicni the meaning ot life and Its 
values; we do not point out how we 
should live or what we should live 
for. And for this our material opul- 
ence Is directly responsible., 

A careful scrntlny of f.10 courses 
offered al Cornell, and ot the In- 
struction methods used, benrs out Cils 
charge that students are being pre- 
pared In the main for the great busi- 
ness ot making money. . Smalt atreas 
Is laid wpon "tho underistanrting ot 
what llfo is for." There Is little effort 
to clear up tlie contusion In our 
minds aa to tho real use of wealth. 

America has In her essence of 
greatness, along with all her mate- 
rialism. It Is still to early lo be pes- 
simistic about her future. And that 
Dr. Mclklejohn. after frying the sys- 
tem he advocates for general adop- 
tion, la hopeful that wo may one day 
adjust ourselvea to the deeper values 
of life, which In the process of edu- 
oation, is cause for general optimism.

He is no longer what he was, but a 
different man entirely." 

So In view of tho fact that religious 
tendencies are allowed to relax a bit 
during the year, a retreat ot this kind 
can be profoundly efficaoious In r« 
modelling our souls and refitting 
them for the coming year. The bene 
fits undoubteilly derived ahould not 
be carelessly turned aside, but should 
bo sliarcd In by all Jtarquette atu 
dents, regardless of denominational 
a.'flUatlon.

TO STUDENTS

U la deplorable that there aro not 
numoroua opportunities for working 
oiie'a way through tho University open 
to students here in Morgantown. There 
ore a large number ot «tudents who 
annually depend upon part-time posi 
lions to Bid In financing their cdu 
cation. 

In numerous university towns It lo 
undpretood that merchants use persons 
of this typo and give them a small re- 
munerallon. In other places all fra 
ternjty and sorority house servicing 
!.i done ontiitiy hy Btijfioiit.s. There 
are doubtless part-time municipal ser- 
vices which can bo perfonnod by 
students. Then, too. It seems that 
around educational Inslltutlone that 
tliero are imniiiir iiil)lo JoIjh whicli can 
hu pcrtormcA by Ihotjo who iiro In 
(;loso contact with the Institution. 

Tliero is at present no means of 
organlzlnflT these opportunities wblch 
appear In Morgantown. Often tho dpan 
of moil londs his aid In seeing that 
pnrlioularly deserving students are 
employed, but his duties are too 
numerous to expect that he find posi- 
tions for oil students who want them 
This >yould doubtless be a commend, 
able undertaking 'for some organl- 
■/flllon on tho campus. 

Thu oljjcctlon has beon directed a 
.^tiideiU work that It Is very Inofflc- 
!cnt and undepcndnblo. Tills Is true 
because students in the Ilnlvcrnliy 
fe.ol that they nre brlntr trnlned for a 
typo of work which makes them 
siif crlor to un Jei taking mtinual labor 
They carry this supcr'or feeling In 
their entire work and manner to such 
an event that they feel very Indepond- 
ont.

Wal'ing from .^ Park Avenue I'res- 
bytcrian pulpit, Dr. Jleilvlojohn, direc- 
tor of tho cxpcrlnient.%1 college ot tho 
University of 'Wisconsin, co\x!ra h'm- 
self with his usual sackcloth and ashes 
and, vainly questioning, beats tho 
unansworing dust. Utterly discouraged 
with tho ful lliy of .-vll educational In- 
stitutions, this flcrj' and pessimistic 
crusader bitterly cities the Chinese 
fam'nc, the disarmament conference, 
and the sordid evils of Industrialism 
and flna'Iy points an Interrogatorj- 
finger at the student, idle and Ineffec- 
tual, at tho teacher, cyn'cal and dis- 
couraged. Inert ideas, learning un- 
related to life, dullness in tho c'ass^ 
room are some of the charges against 
modem education. "I leave tho question 
with you" cha'ltnges this saddened 
education, hoping but little. 

Though some of these charges have 
some bearing on th-e truth, on tho 
whole, this kind of criticism is more 
spectacular than constructive. Those 
who regard the col'ege years fcom tho 
point of view ot the academic cloister 
and the hearth will be .somewhat 
aghast at this new crusading function 
of the University. Crusading youth has 
generally been treated with a tem- 
pered skepticism by the o'der genera- 
tion. The legendary children's crusade 
to rescue Jerusalem found a xratery 
grave. Onlj' in sheer revulsion can 
youth completc'y overstep the ex- 
amples of these o'der and often eelt- 
styled the wise.-. Protests from stu- 
dents against new «ducatlonal experi- 
ments are received with as muoh Indif- 
ference by «ducators as, according to 
the sighs of Dr. Melklejohn, educators 
receive from student*. 

However, whatever is the funotion 
of the University and whatever value 
may lie in the ^adolescent inten'entlon 
in national affoirs, this crying in the 
v,'ildem«Bs is rather intereatlng in the 
light of Harvard's recent petition to 
Plimson and Hoover in regard to the 
management of tlie disarmament con- 
ference. Undergraduate publications in 
praotically all American collegea bear 
witness to an interest in other prob- 
Kms of national and world si.Tniflcance. 
If in the face of tliese faoti Dr. Melk- 
lejohn still insists on the indifference 
of the 8tud«nt, he will run thb risk 
of becoming a male Cassandra, pro- 
phet only of evil.
